Two ho o dlu ms who gav e do wn ­ 
to wn Mu sko gee a brief kidn apin g 
scare apparen tly so u ght refu ge 
to day in the Co o kso n hills, n o ­ 
to rio u s as a hideaway , after to ss­ 
in g their y o u n g v ictim fro m his 
o wn car o n a mo u n tain ro ad. 
They seized Man ly Bo ard Jr., 
25 y ear o ld so n o f a well-to -do 
Mu sko gee bro ker fro m a bu sin ess 
street last n ight, sho v ed him in ­ 
to his o wn sedan an d after a 
ru n n in g gu n fight with pu rsu in g 
po lice, 
threw 
him 
fro m 
the 
speedin g car an ho u r later abo u t 
15 miles fro m to wn . 
‘ Twice they debated whether 
they ’d kill me o r kick me o u t,” 
said y o u n g Bo ard, who was beat­ 
en o v er the head with a pisto l 
bu tt by his abdu cto rs, described 
as hu lkin g six -fo o ters. 
The y o u th seized the wheel o f 
the machin e as it ro ared past 
the 
Mu sko gee 
po lice 
statio n , 
headed fo r a highway in to the 
hills, an d the car careen ed to ­ 
ward the cu rb. Startled by the 
screamin g brakes, 
po lice 
gav e 
chase, bu t were o u tdistan ced 
after ex chan gin g sho ts with the 
pair. 
“I co u ld hear the po lice bu llets 
thu mp in to the car,” said Bo ard. 
The o u tlaws cu rsed him co n ­ 
tin u ally bu t apparen tly wan ted 
n o thin g

Slump Noted in Pay ment of Fall 
Tax es and Big g est Short­ 
ag e in History May 
Result. 


NEXT MONDAY IS THE 
FINAL DATE TO PAY 


The big g est tax delinquency in 
the history of Rush county is the 
present prospect unless tax pay ­ 
ments are unusually heav y in 
the nex t few day s, Homer W. 
Cole, county treasurer, warned 
Tuesday . 
With nex t Monday the 
final 
date for pay ing fall tax es, much 
less than half the necessary 
amount has been collected, Mr. 
Cole said. 
Early pay ments on fall tax es 
this summer were v ery encour­ 
ag ing , according to the treasur­ 
er, as many people, especially 
farmers, not only paid the cur­ 
rent tax es but settled delinquent 
sums ag ainst them. 
With the slump in prices for 
ag ricultural products, howev er, 
came a slump in tax pay ments, 
Mr. Cole stated, and collections 
at his office for the past few 
weeks hav e been v ery slow. 
Some 
of 
the 
corporations, 
which usually wait until the last 
day or two prior to the deadline 
before pay ing their tax es, hav e 
already made their settlements, 
and Mr. Cole can not look for­ 
ward to these collections swell­ 
ing the amounts usually antici*- 
pated on the final day . 
An ex tra force of clerical help 
has been added'at the treasur­ 
er’s office to take care of the 
usual belated rush of tax pay ers,

and a world cou rt. 
He argu ed, the speaker re­ 
called, that war was not only 
wrong,

u neconomic, 
which argu ment still holds tru e. 
He reasoned, the speaker point­ 
ed ou t, th at the only way to get 
rid of war was to su bstitu te 
something for it. 
“Nowaday s we nearly all agree 
with William Penn,” said Pres. 
Dennis. "We are most genu ine­ 
ly apprehensiv e of another war 
like the last one. Bu t what are 
we doing 
The world at large 
and the United States in par­ 
ticu lar are spending more for 
war than we were before the 
world war.” 
He said we may ex pect a few 
more y ears of 
peace 
becau se 
the ex hau stion of the world 
makes war phy sically impossible, 
bu t in the meantime we shou ld 
be working for the machinery to 
stop war. 
In some respects the peace 
treaty was worse than the war 
itself, 
Pres. 
Dennis 
declared. 
Worst of all were its reparations 
prov isions, he said, and withou t 
which Hitler cou ld not now be 
threatening the peace of the 
world. 
The treaty said disarm Ger­ 
many and then disarm ou rselv es, 
he pointed ou t. Bu t instead of 
general disarmament after the 
disarmament of Germany , the 
world began to arm more than 
before. 
The great hope of the world, 
he argu ed in conclu sion, is to 
dev elop the machinery of peace, 
for which the treaty of Ver­ 
sailles Went a long way . The 
Leagu e of Nations and World 
Cou rt are v alu able assets, he as­ 
serted, and the United - States 
shou ld be a member of the cou rt.

By CECIL B. DICKSON 
Washington, Oct. 31 (A3) — The 
record set in the sev enty -first 
congress for tu rnov er of senate 
and hou se seats throu gh deaths 
and resignations may fall in the 
present — sev enty -third — con­ 
gress if the ex isting rate of 
changes continu ed. 
Bu t eight months old and its 
first regu lar session not starting 
u ntil Janu ary , already eighteen 
men elected to this congreks 
hav e v acated seats. Ten died 
and eight resigned. 
The 
sev enty -first 
congress, 
elected in 1928 , established an 
all time 
record for changes. 
There were 29 deaths, nine res­ 
ignations, and William S. Vare, 
Pennsy lv ania senator-elect, was 
denied his toga. Twenty -eight 
seats changed in the war con­ 
gress. 
The sev enty -second congress, 
which ended March 4, was ru n­ 
ner-u p, with shifts in 38 seats, 
33 cau sed by deaths and fiv e by 
resignations. 
The death toll in those con­ 
gresses and the present is attrib­ 
u ted by Dr. George W. Calv er, 
capitol phy sician, to strenu ou s 
work. Repeatedly he has warned 
members against ov erwork. 
In the present congress, With 
a specia l session behind it, there 
a re now seven house a nd one 
sena te va ca ncies. 
Sena tors who died were Thom­ 
a s J. Wa lsh of Monta na , Robert 
B. Howell of Nebra ska , a nd Por­ 
ter H. Da le of Vermont.

SUPERSTITIONS 
Mr. William Feath er in h is daily article enti­ 
tled “A Businessman’s Ph ilosop h y ” recently gave 
forth a very interesting discourse on common 
h ouseh old sup erstitions. 
He say s th at th ese p ommon sup erstitions were 
p robably deliberately inv ented to enforce desir­ 
able rules of conduct. 
It h as alway s been deemed bad luck to h ang 
y our coat on a door knob, with th e admonition 
th at someone in th e h ouse will die with in th e 
y ear. It is bad luck to bring a h oe into th e 
h ouse, to op en an umbrella in th e h ouse, to 
break a mirror, to walk under a ladder. To sing 
before breakfast was a sign th at y ou would 
weep before dinner. Not to eat th e crusts of y our 
bread is a sign th at y ou will go h ungry before 
th e y ear is ended. To butter y our bread on both 
sides p resages a similar famine. 
It is easy to sup p ose th at th ese sup erstitions 
were sp ontaneously devised by moth ers of fam ­ 
ilies, to make h ousekeep ing easier. To bring a 
h oe into th e h ouse is to bring dirt in; to op en 
an umbrella is to endanger bric-a-brac; to h ang 
cloth ing on doorknobs is to give th e p lace a slov­ 
enly ap p earance and make it difficult to op en 
and close doors. Th e bread and butter sup ersti­ 
tions are merely rulesj of economy — so is th e 
one about breaking a mirror, for mirrors are still 
ex p ensiv e alth ough th ey were once much more 
costly th an now. And it’s merely common sense 
not to walk under a ladder as someth ing in th e 
nature of a p aint bucket is likely to fall on y our 
h ead. 
So we can can easily sup p ose h ow th ese su­ 
p erstitions were inv ented and our sup p osition is 
p robably not very far wrong. Of course, it is not 
th e p rop er th ing to teach ch ildren such non­ 
sense but each sup erstition h as p robably serv ed 
a worth y p urp ose down th rough th e y ears. Per­ 
h ap s someth ing a bit less disturbing to mental 
calmness and common sense can be inv ented to 
sup p lant th ese age old admonitions. 


Th ere were no dissenting votes. Every th ing* th at 
was done drew a round of ch eers. 
Now th ings are different Criticism h as begun. 
Th e v arious acts of th e recov ery p rogram are 
being submitted to search ing analy sis, and th ose 
wh o believe th ey see defects are not backward 
about calling attention to th em. 
It would be a mistake to assume th at th is 
criticism p roceeds solely from th ose wh o h av e 
p riv ate ax es to grind. Th ere is some snip ing 
going on, of course, touch ed off by * gross selfish ­ 
ness; y et th at in itself is not enough to ex p lain 
th e ch ange in th e p ublic’s attitude. 
Ev idently we simp ly came to th e end of th e 
p eriod in wh ich our one wish was to § ee ‘‘action, 
and action now.” We couldn’t go on ch eering 
forev er over th e fact th at th e national gov ern­ 
ment h ad recov ered from an attack of p araly sis. 
It got to be h igh time for us to bring our critical 
faculties to life. 
Th is is bound to be a good th ing for th e ad­ 
ministration. 
No gov ernment can give its best if th ere is a 
comp lete and continued absence of criticism. If 
its every act is h ailed as a masterp iece of wis­ 
dom, it sooner or later will get to be like an en­ 
gine with out a fly wh eel. 
Perh ap s th e best th ing th at could h av e h ap ­ 
p ened to th e recov ery p rogram as a wh ole is th e 
fact th at p eop le now are ready to sp eak up in 
meeting th e moment th ey see a flaw in it. 
We are, after all, still a democracy and not a 
dictatorsh ip . We want to stay th at way . By sub­ 
jecting th e recov ery p rogram to critical analy ­ 
sis, we simp ly are p rov ing th at our democracy is 
continuing to function in th e p rop er manner.
